Arrests began today, but as dis- 
closed eee in the Post-Dis- 
patch the investigation has hardly 
scratched the surface.

In his opinion, Judge Douglas 
pointed out that the question be- 
fore the court did not concern the 
merit of the ordinance, but the 
authority the city had to enact 
such a law. It said there was no 
provision in the city charter or 
any state enabling act delegating 
to the city authority to adopt the

rents, but it contended that such 
power “may be fairly implied in 
the powers which are expressly 
granted it, particularly those 
granted to license and regulate 
business and to do all things ex- 
pedient to the health and welfare 
of its citizens.” 

Judge Dougias’s opinion said 
that “it is settled that the police 
power of a state or nation under 
appropriate circumstances proper- 
ly comprehends the authority to 
control rents. However, this case 
is not concerned with the state’s 
authority to control rent, but with 
the authority of the City of St. 
Louis to do so. The state has not 
delegated such particular author- 
ity to the city, nor does the city’s 
charter expressly give it the 
power.”

Navy Capt. Sergius N. F. Lobo- 
shez and Johannes Johannesen, 
steward at the fashionable Corin- 
thian Yacht Club, were in serious 
condition in hospital today. 

Eyewitnesses credited Col. An- 
thony J. Drexel Biddle; one of 
those aboard, with great personal 
courage in rescue work. 

Biddle, soldier, athlete and diplo- 
mat, told reporters the 50-foot 
cruiser Halcyon was just pulling 
away from the yacht club dock 
en route down the Potomac when 
the explosion occurred. 

Biddle Describes Scene. 

“TI was standing on the bow of 
the boat with my -wife and Mrs. 
Prichard,” Biddle said. “We were 
not more than two or three yards 
from the dock when we heard this 
huge explosion, and the three of us 
were shot into the river. There was 
a lot of debris and flame. 

“T swam to my wife and brought 
her to the dock posts and then 
grabbed Mrs. Prichard. Both of 
them were dazed, and I guess I 
was, too. Then I joined someone 
else in the water who said that 
Gen. Prichard had gone down. We 
dived under and I grabbed him 
just a few feet beneath the sur- 
face and pulled him to shore.” 

Harbor police believed that gas 
fumes collected around the vessel’s 
engine during refueling, and ex- 
ploded when the engine was 
started. 

All of the 10 persons -aboard 
were thrown into the water. Most 
of them escaped with minor in- 
juries, 

Col. and Mrs. Biddle were not 
hurt seriously enough to require 
treatment. 

Medical authorities said Prich- 
ard was killed instantly, Coroner 
A. Magruder MacDonald said 
there were no burns, no fractures 
and no visible cause of death.

LONDON, July 11 (AP)—King 
George VI proclaimed a state of 
emergency today of the crippling 
London dock strike. The Labor 
Government immediately sent 


2000 troops to the docks to un- 
load sorely needed perishable 
goods. 

The Government acted without 
awaiting parliamentary approval 
of the proclamation, up for de- 
bate in the House of Commons 
Wednesday. There were imme- 
diate mutterings of sympathy 
strikes among clerks and drivers 
at the docks because of the use 
of troops. 

The Government, which has 
called the strike illegal and Com- 
munist inspired, issued a song list 
of regulations giving the Home 
Office tight control of the strike- 
bound docks effective tomorrow. 
Offenders are subject to fines or 
imprisonment. 

The Cabinet, hard-pressed by a 
growing dollar crisis and its vital 
export program seriously ham- 
pered by the stoppage, recom- 
mended invocation of the emer- 
gency act to the King after 5000 
strikers voted to ignore back-to- 
work calls of the Government and 
union leaders. About 12,200 dock- 
ers are involved. 

This is the first step for invok- 
ing the Emergency Powers act of 
1920. Under the act the Govern- 
ment may take extraordinary ac- 
tion to safeguard such things as 
food deliveries, water supplies and 
transportation. It may take over 
control of ports, grant the police 
power of arrest without a warrant, 
and commandeer buildings to bil- 
let soldiers. In extreme cases, 
non-docker civilians may be draft- 
ed to handle ship cargoes. 

The dispute began with a re- 
fusal of British dock workers to 
handle ships involved in a strike 
by.a Canadian seamen’s union. At- 
torney General Sir Hartley Shaw- 
cross called the walkout “ a Com- 
munist attack on our democracy.”

Council Cites Need to 
Hold Business Costs 
Down and Consumer 
Buying Power Up — 


Against Pay Cuts. 


WASHINGTON, July 11 (AP)— 


Fears of a deadlock in fourth- 
round wage bargaining—and the 
possibility of major strikes—led 
Council of Eco- 
nomic Advisers today to suggest 
forbearance by management and

labor. 

The council’s midyear report, 
sent to Congress with Truman’s 
economic message, was written as 
CIO and “Big Steel” negotiators 


reached a deadlock which may 
lead to a strike Saturday. 
“Should industry-wide strikes 
result, they would not merely re- 
duce the spending ability of the 
directly affected workers, but 
would also spread loss of pro- 
duction und income to other 
areas, and thus darken the busi- 
ness outlook,” the council re- 


ported. 
Strong Pressures Pictured. 
The uncertain state of the 
economy is building up strong 
pressures in industrial relations, 
the council found. It said: 
“While a still very high cost 
of-living encourages a determined 


attitude on the part of labor, the 
uncertain business situation en- 
courages an equally determined 
attitude on the part of Manage- 
ment... 

“At the present time, both em- 
ployers and workers should strive 
to work out adjustments which 
will help to stimulate activity, 
bearing in mind the need both 
for holding business costs down 
and for maintaining consumer 
purchasing power at high levels. 

The council held that present 
wage rates “should at least be 
maintained.” It noted that in- 
creases so far granted in manu- 
facturing ranged mainly between 
five and 10 cents an hour. 

Delay in Pattern Expected. 

Because of the slowness of 
major industry negotiations—in- 
cluding coal, rubber, steel, auto- 
mobile and electrical machinery— 
the real postwar fourth-round pat- 
tetn will not emerge until later 
this year, the report said. In 
some important cases in textiles 
and apparels, wage increases 
either were not sought or were 
denled, the council reported, but 
labor relations thus far have been 
„relatively undisturbed by major 
work. stoppages.” 

“The number of work stoppages 

~ about 10 per cent greater 
than in the corresponding period 
of, 1948; idleness resulting from 
this year’s stoppages, however, is 
estimated to be one third less. 

“This development is at least in 
part 4 reflection of the postpone- 
ment of negotiations in the major 
mass-production industries to mid- 
year, with the result that the 
second half of the year May wit- 
ness a more crucial testing of 
labor relations than the first.” 

Urges No Wage Cuts. 

While the council urged indus- 

wherever possible, to make 
price reductions which would 
stimulate sales and thus bolster 
employment and production, it 
counseled against wage slashes. 

“The attempt to secure lower 

prices through wage cutting would 
clearly be damaging at a time like 
tHe present when consumption de- 
trand is proving inadequate and 
biisiness slack is developing,” the 
advisers said. 
A sound first rule to apply now 
is that the general level of wage 
rates should at least be main- 
tained. 

“Beyond that, there is a strong 
presumption in favor of having 
money wages move up over the 
years to participate in the gains 
of technological progress and in- 
creased productivity. ... 

“There would be no ‘purpose, and 

much potential damage, in an at- 
tempt to get back to some dras- 
tically lower price level by wage 
cutting, since incomes are now 
geared to prices substantially 
higher than before the war or im- 
mediately after the war. 
Such an effort would involve 
a deep and vastly unsettling de- 
eline in wages as the accom- 
paniment to a prolonged period of 
severe depression. 

“From that, practically no one 
would gain; the economy would 
‘lose tragically.”

1. Extend the maximum time 
limit on the maturity of loans 
to business. by the Retonstruc- 
tion Finance Corporation, (Like- 
ly to pass.)

10. Restore the reciprocal trade 
agreements act. (This law prob- 
ably will be extended but per- 
haps with an amendment about 
a “peril point” to American in- 
dustry that the Eightieth Con- 
gress wrote into it. Truman 
wants the old law.) 

The objective of his 11-point pro- 
gram is to expand production and 
increase consumption. In other 
words, he proposes to reverse the 
present downward trend of pro- 
duction and consumption and still 
avoid the evils of inflation. 
Speaking over the heads of Con- 
gress to the people, he said that 
these things could not be done by 
business, labor, agriculture or gov- 
ernment acting alone, but only by 
common work, with mutual re- 
spect, with common objectives. 


Way to Prosperity. 
“The core of my message,” he 


said, “to every business man, 
worker and farmer and to every- 


one responsible for making the 


national policy is just this: We 
cannot have prosperity by just get- 
ting adjusted to the idea of a de- 
pression—by cutting investment or 
employment or wages or essential 
government programs. We can be 
prosperous only by planning and 
working for prosperity, by increas- 
ing private investment, production, 
employment and purchasing power 
and by carrying forward essential 
government programs. 
“The whole world is watching 
developments in the American 
economy. Our own people insist 
upon the maintenance of pros- 
perity, and will not tolerate a de- 
pression. Our friends abroad 
know that their well-being and 
hopes for world peace are greatly 
dependent upon the economic 
strength of the United States. 
Those opposed to our system and 
way of life are hoping for vindi- 
cation of their prophecies that 
economic collapse is inevitable 
in a free society. 
“Ours is at once a fateful re- 
sponsibility and an inspiring op- 
portunity to prove to ourselves 
and to the world that prosperity 
and freedom will endure to- 
gether.” 

Advisers’ Message. 
The President was more general 
than his three economic advisers, 
whose longer message was ap- 
pended to his, on prices and 
wages. The Presidential message 
said: 


“Many far-seeing business men 
made sincere efforts to avoid or 
minimize price increases during 
inflation, and in recent months 
have reduced their prices and 
have sought valiantly to maintain 
production and employment. Many 
labor unions have used their col- 
lective strength with moderation 
and with consideration for the in- 
terests of the whole economy. All 
groups in the nation have gained 
an improved understanding of 
economic problems since the 1920s, 
and their actions reflect this fact. 
“We should not, however, be 
lulled into a false sense of se- 
curity by these favorable aspects 
of the situation. Many of the price 
adjustments that have taken 
place have been healthy, and af- 
ford ground for expectation that

The economic advisers, Edwin 
G. Nourse, Leon Keyserling and 
John D, Clark, were more specific 
on prices, saying: 

“Taking consumer prices as a 
whole, the declines that have 
taken place have not been great 
enough to encourage consumers to 
expand their purchase of con- 
sumer goods. 

“The process of price adjust- 
ment to date suggests that fur- 
ther price reduttions, made 
promptly to promote volume and 
not tardily in response to falling 
sales, are essential.

The advisers cautioned that 
pending wage negotiations of the 
big unions with big industry would 
have their effect on conditions 
during the next six months.

Russian border guards said, how- 
ever, they were acting on tele- 
phoned orders from their highest 
headquarters in Germany. 

One truck leaving the British 
zone with 10 tons of glass for 
Berlin took an hour to pass the 
Russian check-point because of 
the unloading and loading provi- 
sion. In the meantime no other 
trucks were allowed to pass. 

“If the Russians are merely at- 
tempting to prevent the importa- 
ition of black market goods, they 
would have some reason to require 
this rigorous inspection,” an 
American officer commented. “But 
since they have shut down at all 
points except Helmstedt, it seems 
‘obvious there are other motives.” 

Some officials indicated they 
believed the stoppage was a Rus- 
sian move to force the Western 
Allies to meet Russian trade terms 
in forthcoming East-West negofia- 
tions, 

The British notified the Foreign 
Office in London of the restric- 
tions, calling them a “clear breach 
of the Paris agreement” reached 
by the Big Four foreign ministers 
last month. 

This new harassment of Ber- 
lin’s supply lines produced a tense 
atmosphere for tomorrow’s open- 
ing of four-power consultations 
for “normalizing” life here. 

The trucks which have been 
held up carried mostly fresh 
fruits, vegetables and fish—unra- 
tioned foods which west Berliners 
bought in great quantities.

The robbers forced Towne, 
a heavyset, 200 pound man, to 
crawl through the small teller’s 
window and then ordered the 
three employes to lie on the floor, 
face downward. 

From the safe, which was open, 
and a dozen trays underneath the 
counter, the robbers scooped the 
money and tokens into a heavy 
burlap sack. The man with the 
gun, who appeared to be very 
nervous, threatened several times 
to kill the three men on the floor 
if they moved.

Despite high waters that cov- 
ered buoys marking the river’s 
main channel, three St. Louis 
youths swam the 22 miles on the 
Mississippi from Alton dam to 
Eads bridge in 5 hours and 20 
minutes yesterday, breaking a 
record. 

The non-stop swim was made by 
Donald Keller, 21 years old, a 
swimming instructor, 4368 Delmar 
boulevard; Donald Watson, 1946 
Clara avenue, and Ronald John- 
son, 5638 Kingsbury avenue. Wat- 
son, 19, and Johnson, 17, are life- 
guards at Fairgrounds Park. 
Coated with mineral oil as pro- 
tection against chill, the three 
swimmers entered the water at 
Alton dam at 9:40 a.m. and waded 
out at the bridge, at the foot of 
Washington avenue, at 3 p.m. Kel- 
ler had held the previous record 
of five hours, 30 minutes. 


Inability to see the buoys made 
it difficult for the St. Louisans to 
stay in the river’s main current 
for added speed. As they swam 
down the river, Charles Strele, 
5047 Beacon avenue, kept pace 
with them in a canoe and oc- 
casionally handed out cheese and 
bologna sandwiches.

Under the new con- 
stitution of 1945 it contended that 
it was exempt as a religious, be- 
nevolent and charitable organiza- 
tion. It denied the city’s charge 
that the property was used for 
business and commercial pur- 
poses, competing with hotels and 
restaurants. The city did not 
seek to tax the South Side and 
Carondelet branches of the Y.

the National Association for the 


Advancement of Colored People. 
He urged an investigation of the 
clash and an end to segregation in 
the city’s swimming pools. 

Byrd addressed about 350 
Negroes and whites at a civil 
rights mass meeting at Lane 
Tabernacle of the Colored Meth- 
odist Episcopal Church, Newstead 
and Enright avenues. The meeting 
was sponsored by the St. Louis 
branch of the N. A. A. C. P. to seek 
“positive action by the city” on 
the June 22 disturbance near the 
Fairgrounds Park swimming pool. 

Director of Public Welfare John 
J. O’Toole ordered an end to seg- 
regation of Negroes and whites 
last June 21 in the use of the city’s 
Pools and playgrounds. O’Toole 
cited the law on city facilities 
when making his announcement. 
After the Fairgrounds Park clash, 
Mayor Joseph M. Darst restored 
the former policy of segregation 
in the swimming pools. 

“Eyes of World on St. Louis.” 

“The eyes of the nations of the 
world are on St, Louis in this 
crisis,” Byrd told the mass meet- 
ing yesterday. “The way the mat- 
ter is settled will affect American 
prestige and influence as far away 
as Europe and China. 

“Tt’s a challenge to the city 
fathers but even more of a chal- 
lenge to the citizenry. The only 
way to settle it is in accord with 
the laws and Constitution of the 
United States. The laws are being 
held in abeyance as long as the 
city pools are closed to Negroes.” 

Applause greeted the speaker at 
the end of each sentence. Each of 
his phrases was punctuated by 
undertones of “Hear, Hear” from 
different parts of the audience. 

Appeals for Teamwork. 

Byrd spoke like a football 
coach, decrying blame-fixing and 
calling on each religious and po- 
litical group to do its part for a 
victory for democracy. “Get to- 
gether, big team,” he urged again 
and again. 

“We can’t blame the Mayor or 
Welfare Director O’Toole or Park 
Commissioner Palmer B. Baumes 
now,” he said. “We can only 
blame ourselves and all of the

don’t need more front bricks, the 
leaders, who get the credit.

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Taft said the treaty and arms 
program apparently commit the 
United States to send “American 
ground troops to defend” the pact : 
signatories. Commenting on testi- 
mony before the Senate Foreign 
Relations Committee by Gen. 
Omar N. Bradley, Army chief of 
staff, Taft said: 

“This (Bradley’s statement) ap- 
pears to contemplate a land war 
with Russia on the continent of 
Europe. It appears to contemplate 
an invasion along the lines which 
Napoleon and Hitler found to be 
impossible. It asserts clearly that 
the nations which signed this pact 
expect us to send American troops 
to defend their frontiers. 

If this is their expectation, we 
are promising something we can- 
not do,” he said. 

Criticism of Truman. 

Taft charged that Truman dis- 
regarded several basic points in a 
Senate resolution laying the 
groundwork for the pact. He said 
no steps had been taken to fulfill 
provision for reduction in national 
armaments, establishment of a 
United Nations police force and 
review of hte U.N. charter. 

Taft also said: 

1. The pact “obviously” com- 
prises a military alliance in de- 
fiance of the spirit of the U.N. 
charter. 

2. It would be “extremely 
doubtful” whether the United 
States actually could fulfill its 
defense obligations to Norway, 
Denmark and Italy in event of 
war— “I don’t like to promise to 
do things which it is impossible 
for. us to carry out.” 

3. “The obligation to furnish 
arms is either a mere token ob- 
ligation or it is one of vast ex- 
tent. The history of these ob- 
ligations has been that once be- 
gun, they cannot be easily 
brought to an end.” 

4. Military aid on top of the 
ECA program would be “beyond 
the economic capacity” of the 
United States. 

Taft’s stand was directly op- 
posed to the position taken by 
Senators Vandenberg of Michigan 
and Dulles of New York, top Re- 
publican foreign policy experts in 
Congress. Both have announced 
they will vote for the pact. 

Before Taft spoke, Senator Wat- 
kins (Rep.), Utah, offered a reser- 
vation to the treaty denying any 
pledge of foreign arms aid. The 
reservation probably will have the 
support of Taft and some other 
Senators who have raised objec- 
tions to the treaty in its present 
form. It would require majority 
vote approval, however, and Ad- 
ministration leaders expressed 
confidence they could defeat it. 
| Vandenberg read the Senate a 
| statement by the State Depart- 
„ment reaffirming the Administra- 
tion's position that the pact and 
arms plan are separate. The de- 
partment did say, however, that 
both proposals have in common 
“the national interest of. the 
United States in insuring the se- 
curity of certain free nations.” 

Vandenberg said under question- 
ing that there had been “a sharp 
difference of opinion” over timing 
on the arms program, He said it 
would be “most unfortunate” to 
give the arms measure priority 
over the pact lest it assume a 
priority “which it does not even 
remotely possess.” 

Senate Group for ECA Out. 

The Senate Appropriations Com- 
' mittee voted the ECA funds after 
a brief, but heated debate during 
‘ which it overrode its chairman— 

Senator McKellar (Dem.), Ten- 
nessee. McKellar had urged a 
bigger cut. 

The $3,778,000,000 voted by the 
committee compared with the $4, 
198,000,000 requested by Truman.

Birmingham Suburb Official Charged With 
: Intimidation, Neglect of Duty— 
City Employe Also Seized. 


. BIRMINGHAM, Ala. July 11 
(UP)—Elmer Bailey Brock, 
years old, chief of police at sub- 
urban Brookside, was arrested to- 
y as teams of deputies started 
bringing in 17 persons indicted in 
connection with masked gang vio- 
lence in the Birmingham area. 
Brock was charged with intimi- 
tion of a witness and neglect 
of duty. 
He was waiting at the sheriff's 
fice for the arrest orders to be 
gned. He immediately made 
Bond of $300 on each count. 
Thirty minutes later, officers 
arrested Robert E. Chambliss, 45, 
a city garage employe. He was 
charged with flogging while 
masked. His bond was set at $1000. 
Chambliss denied he had ever 
been a member of the Ku Klux 
Klan. b 
He was suspended by city com- 
mission for 10 days for conduet 
unbecoming a city employe” in 
connection with the dynamiting 
of three Negro residences in an 
area zoned for whites here last 
March. He is alleged to have 
threatened the Negro owner mov- 
lag into one of the residences. 
Groups of deputy sheriffs 
started rounding up other per- 
sons indicted by a grand jury 
Saturday in the masked gang flog- 
gings and intimidations of at least 
nine men and women in Jeffer- 
son county. The 17 persons were

indicted on a total of 44 counts. 

In the meantime, Attorney Hugh 
Locke was seeking through the 
state Supreme Court at Montgom- 
ery the release of William Hugh 
Morris, director of the Ku Klux 
Klan in Alabama. . 

Morris was jailed last Thurs- 
day because he refused to pro- 
duce Klan records for the grand 
jury. He was offered $500 bond 
Saturday providing that he fur- 
nish the records today to a new 
grand jury. He declined condi- 
tions of the bond. 

When arrested at 10:30 a.m. 
today, Brock told reporters he had 
“never been a klansman and had 
never had the desire to join.” 
However, it was reported that sev- 
eral among the other 16 to be 
arrested were members of the 
klan. 

It was known that the group in- 
cluded a former special deputy 
sheriff and a Birmingham city 
employe. 

Attorney General A, A. Car- 
michael, leading a drive to revoke 
the charters of all hooded orders 
in Alabama, called the grand jury 
action a “death blow to the feder- 
ated Ku Klux Klan, Inc.” 

Klan officials have maintained 
steadfastly that the hooded order 
itself was not responsible for the 
reported violence. One klan offi- 
cer, Dr. E. P. Pruitt, declared that 
he is “no more responsibie for 
members of the klan than a pas- 
tor is for his flock.” 

The grand jury which questioned 
victims of the alleged floggings 


and intimidations was disbanded 


Saturday but a new grand jury 
was sworn in today. There was 
one Negro on the new grand 


jury. 

Solicitor Emmet Perry said the 
jury had only “scratched the sur- 
face” and promised that the new 
group would continue investigating 
“mobism and hoedlumism until 
each culprit faces a trial in open 
court, a providence not provided

“VOIDED BY STATE 
SUPREME COURT

applications for remodeling or de- 
molition of housing in cases 
where evictions were necessary 
for such remodeling or demolition, 
and coordination by the commis- 
sion of the city rent ordinance 


of the provisions in this ordi- 
nance and its restrictions and 
provisions in dealing with their 
tenants, nor could the penalties 
in the ordinance be imposed, 
Approved in 1948. 

The city’s rent and eviction con- 
trol ordinance, sponsored by the 
Greater St. Louis Chapter of the 
Progressive Citizens of America, 
was approved by the voters 105,- 
502 to 53,216 in a referendum Aug. 
3. 1948. The measure caused con- 
siderable controversy and numer- 
ous legal battles were predicted. 

In general, it froze rents at the 
level of March 1, 1942, subject to 
existing Federal rent regulations 
and amendments to those regula- 
tions. 

The ordinance provided for the 
appointment of a Housing and 
Rent Commission, which was made 
by former Mayor Aloys P. Kauf- 
mann. A similar ordinance had 
been submitted to the Board of 
Aldermen in 1947, but it failed of 
passage after former City Coun- 
selor George L. Stemmler declared 
that in his opinion the city could 
not pass such legislation without 
enabling acts passed by the State 
Legislature. 

Chief objection of property own- 
ers to the ordinance was a pro- 
vision which prohibited rent in- 
creases above 15 per cent of the 
maximum rent ceiling established 
under the Emergency Price Con- 
trol Act of 1942 as amended and 
prevailing on June 30, 1947. This 
applied to permanent guests in 


hotels. 
Set Rent Ceilings. 

One duty of the commission, as 
established by the ordinance, was 
the setting of rent ceilings on 
newly constructed, or converted 
housing accommodations such as 
apartments, rooming and lodging 
houses and hotels. The ordinance 
suggested that in doing chis, it 
gives considerations to rents es- 
tablished for comparable housing 
by the Federal regulations. 

Other provisions of the or- 
dirance included fines and penal- 
ties for collecting rent in excess 
of the ceiling; hearings before the 
commission on eviction cases; in- 
vestigations by the commission on 


with those of the state and Fed- 
eral Government. 

Following formation of the com- 
mission with the Rev. Charles G. 
Wilson, Episcopal clergyman as 
chairman, Mrs. Kathryn Cross, 
executive secretary of the Real 
Property Owners’ League, and 
Robert N. Owens, Negro, as mem- 
ders, it requested a budget of $48,- 
000 tor eight months of operation. 
Since the ordinance said the 
Board of Aldermen should supply 
funds for its operation, there was 
considerable discussion as the 
Board of Estimate and Apportion- 
ment is charged with disbursing 
city funds. As finally approved, 
the commission received $43,000. 

A suit by 14 property owners 
for a declaratory judgment on 
the validity of the rent control 
ordinance was dismissed last Dec. 
23 by Circuit Judge William K. 
Koerner on the ground that the 
court did not have jurisdiction to 
issue such a judgment, This suit 
was then appealed to the State 
Supreme Court.

two days of talks here. It said “a 
preliminary conference of the au- 
thorized representatives of those 
countries desiring to participate in 
the formation of the union shall 
be convened at the earliest possi- 
ble moment to devise concrete 
measures for its organization. It 
is our hope that other countries in 
Asia and the Pacific will event- 
ually respond to tne highest aims 
of the proposed union,” it said. 

Chiang said “Although I have 
conte to the Philippines upon the 
invitation of President Quirino to 
confer with him in my private 
capacity, I shall as (head) of the 
Kuomintang (Government party) 
undertake to advise and request 
the Chinese Government to give 
its full support, and to take steps 
to implement the agreement an-

Seeking to avert a nation-wide 
steel strike. next Saturday, Cyrus 
S. Ching, director of the Federal 
Mediation and Conciliation Serv- 
ice, prepared to discuss the dis- 
pute with both sides this after- 
noon, 

He invited to the conference 
President Philip Murray of the 
CIO United Steel Workers of 
America, and officers of several 
large companies, including the 
United States Steel Corp. 

Before the negotiations fell 
apart last week in Pittsburgh, the 
union argued that the company 
could increase wages as much as 
20 cents an hour and still reduce 
prices. The company said higher 
wages would mean higher prices, 
and it refused to grant any in- 
crease. Disputes over pensions 
and insurance benefits were dead- 
locked, too. 

The union never has formally 
demanded a specific wage figure, 
but Arthur Goldberg, the union’s 
general counsel, said in an inter- 
view that a 20-cent figure was 
used in the negotiations by way of

rises, Steel workers got a rise of 
18% cents in 1946, 15 cents in 
1947 and 13 cents in 1948. | 
The CIO issued the first Nathan 
report in December 1946.

The report, prepared under the 
supervision of Dewey Anderson, 
executive director of the institute 


and one of the “think men” who 


have been characterized as among 
the architects of President Tru- 
man’s “Fair Deal,” goes on to re- 
peat the old adage that half a 
loaf is better than no bread. The 


institute is a research organiza- 
tion supported largely by labor 
and liberal groups. 

It finds many “good” recommen- 
dations in the 20 pounds of 38 re- 

rts made by the commission, 

eaded by former President Her- 
bert H. Hoover and by the com- 
mission’s “task forces.” Other 
recommendations it terms “indif- 
ferent” and some “bad.” 

On one significant point—the 
possible saving in federal ex- 
penses—the institute anaiysts dis- 
pute Hoover’s testimony that an 
annual saving of three billion dol- 
lars in federal expenses would be 
possible if all the commission’s 
recommendations were accepted. 
The institute’s computation of po- 
tential savings is $300,000,000. But 
this, it says is “not small” be- 
cause it would be the equivalent 
of a twelve billion dollar reduc- 
tion in the national debt. 

Valley Authority Aspects. 

Typical of the “half a loaf” 
viewpoint of the institute is what 
it has to say about the Hoover 
reports on conservation and de- 
velopment of national resources 
including the subject of river val- 
ley authorities, among them, of 
course, the proposed Missouri 
Valley Authority, or Missouri Val- 
ley Administration, in the latest 
phrase adopted by proponents of 
an integrated valley development 
agency along the lines of the Ten- 
nessee Valley Authority. 

Three separate task forces 
which served as research agencies 
for the commission, deal with the 
question of natural resources. 

„Tach task force was unani- 

, mous in its recommendations,” 
the institute reports. “No one of 
them agreed very much with any 
other. The members of the Hoo- 
ver commission agreed in part, 
but split widely on key matters. 
Congress is expected to be equal- 
ly, and disastrously, divided.”

One was a recommendation 
that there should be a review 
board in the executive depart- 
ment. Some commission members 
wanted the review board in the 
office of the President; others in 
the Department of Interior, others 
suggested the present review by 
the Bureau of Budget was ade- 
quate, and two members of the 
commission wanted projects of the 
Army Engineers excluded from 
any review before their presen- 
tation to Congress.

The second proposal was to 
place the civil functions of the 
Army Engineers (flood control 
and navigation) in a new Water 
Development Service under the 
Secretary of Interior. The Water 
Development Service would also 
take over the Interior Depart- 
ment’s Reclamation Bureau con- 
cerned primarily with irrigation. 
Incidental adjuncts of both the ir- 
rigation dams and the flood con- 
trol dams are the generation of 
hydro-electric power. 

Quoting from the Hoover Com- 
mission, the institute’s analysis 
goes on to say:

The “task force” had reported 
that if the recommendations it 
made were not put into effect, 
and if the present competition 
among Government agencies for 
resource development continued, 


essary to establish regional au- 
thorities.” 

The commission majority ig- 
nored the problem, the institute 
said, except for a recommendation 
that the proposed new Water De- 
velopment Service in the Interior 
Department and a proposed new 
Resources Conservation Service in 
the Department of Agriculture, de- 
centralize themselves and set up 
drainage advisory groups on which 
the states would be represénted. 
More to the institute’s liking was 
the minority report of the com- 
mission filed by James K. Pol- 
lock, James H. Rowe Jr. and Dean 
Acheson, now Secretary of State. 

Watershed as Natural Unit. 

The minority held that several 

regional authorities would become 
inevitable unless a single depart- 
ment embracing all natural re- 
source activities were created, and 
that a combination of the two was 
practicable. Quoting further from 
the minority views, the institute’s 
report says: 
“One cannot break up nature’s 
unity in the region (as the ma- 
jority has recommended), and 
then successfully recreate this 
‘unity’ in Washington. Yet that 
is precisely what we try to do. 

“We can work in accordance 
with natural laws—yet we persist 
in working against them.. . . All 
our regions, other than the Ten- 
nessee valley, are witnessing bick- 
ering and conflicts between fed- 
ral agencies. 

“Public funds are being invested 
to stake out or protect claims of 
separate agencies and interest 
groups. Resources are being dis- 
sipated, or are not being used to 
bolster the well being of the re- 
gion and the nation.“ 

In summary, the institute said 
the Hoover Commission had been 
handicapped by the limitation of 
its assignment—it was to do “an 
architect-carpenter job” for al- 
ready existing mechanisms of 
government and not to develop 
long range policies. 

It might be well, the institute 
said, to adapt some type of in- 
quiry along the lines of the Brit- 
ish royal commissions to look at 
these long range policy problems 
on a non-partisan basis and come 
forward with recommendations 
for their solution which would 
transcend political considerations. 

Among the subjects suggested 
for such studies were: State-Fed- 
eral relations in the fields of tax- 
ation, grants in aid, and regional 
development; competition between 
distribution and production; a na- 
tional fuel and energy policy; a 
national mineral policy; a national 
farm policy; a national. transpor- 
tation policy and a policy on gov- 
ernment aid to business both in 
crisis and non-crisis periods.

Rejection of Suicide, 
Joining Reds, Later 
Break With Them 
Built Powerful 
Drama.

HITTAKER CHAMBERS 
made three important de- 
cisions in his life: 
1. Not to commit suicide. 
2. To join the Communist party. 
3. To break with the Communist 
party. 
The three decisions, taken in se- 
quence, were to build up to a 
powerful drama. 
They were to have an impor- 
tant bearing on the fortunes not 
only of Whittaker Chambers, but 
of Alger Hiss. 
They were to throw a spotlight 
backward on the Washington of 
yesterday, when the official poli- 
cy of the United States Govern- 
ment was pro-Soviet—and some 
of the Americans behaved more 
Russian than the Russians. 
Back to Lost Generation, 
And the spotlight went even 
further back to the aftermath of 
World War I, when the failure of 
the world’s peacemakers contrib- 
uted to the disillusionment of the 
younger generation—the so-called 
lost generation—and made the 
college campuses of the nation 
fertile recruiting fields for Com- 
munist agents. 
Communism, as has been point- 
ed out before, thrives on disillu- 
sionment, and disillusionment is 
one commodity which the younger 
generations (and the older, too) 
never have found in short supply. 
Before Chambers joined the 
Communist party in 1924, he sat 
on a bench at Columbia Univer- 
sity, on Morningside Heights, look- 
ing down on the dizzy whirl that 
1 Manhattan, and decided that 
he aimless, chaotic life he was 
leading was bankrupt, and that he 
had to find another solution to the 
problems of life and death. 
Chambers’s younger brother 
Dick, of whom he was very fond, 
proposed a way out. Dick said the 
two of them were “gentle people 
incapable of coping with the 
world,” and he invited his brother 
to join him in a suicide pact. 
Brother Kills Self. 
Whittaker Chambers thought 
there might be another way out, 
a via dolorosa that led toward 
Moscow. But the younger Richard 
was stubborn and killed himself 
with illuminating gas at the age 
of 22. 
For several months after his 
brother’s death, Whittaker Cham- 
bers, by his own testimony, was 
“immobile.” Then he was galva- 
nized into activity by his newly- 
found zeal for the Communist 
party. 
(Later, Chambers was to be re- 
converted to the Christianity of 
his forbears, but at this time he 
felt that the only true religion was 
that of Marx, Lenin and Stalin.) 
Without Whittaker Chambers’s 
charges, there would have been no 
Alger Hiss trial. 


Hiss would still be the $20,000- 


Carnegie Endowment for Interna- 
tional Peace; successor to such 
presidents as Elihu Root and Dr. 
Nicholas Murray Butler. 


And Chambers would still be a 
$30,000-a-year senior editor of 


Time magazine. 


The charges made by Chambers 
forced the resignations of both 
men. The charges led to the two- 
count indictment on which Hiss 
was tried. Specificially, he was 
accused of committing. perjury 
before a grand jury when he de- 
niéd ever turning over any secret 
Government documents to Cham- 
bers, and when he denied any 
association with Chambers after 
1937. (The documents in question 
were transmitted in 1938. Hiss, in 
those years, was assistant to 
Assistant Secretary of State Fran- 
cis Sayre.) 

Unanswered Questions. 
Failure of the jury to agree on 
a verdict in the Hiss trial leaves 
a number of important questions 
unanswered: 

Who did steal the State De- 
partment’s secret documents? 

Who typed copies of these doc- 
uments on the Hiss family’s old

“Tt seemed to me that the Com- 
munist party had a persuasive 
analysis of the causes for that 
condition and a course of action 
to change the condition, and it 
offered to the individual an op- 
portunity to help in the salvation 
of the world.”

Rejoining the Communist party 
after a period of abstention in 
1932, he reaffirmed that “the 
world outside the party was in- 
capable of saving itself.”

Chinese Portion of 
City — Uneasy 
Calm Prevails.

HIS great strategic outpost of 
T. power is really two 
cities, mixed and mingled to- 


| gether, a Chinese city and a Brit- 


ish city. 

The Chinese city is precisely 
like any city in China proper: 
the monstrously crowded streets; 
the unending rows of open, box- 
like shops; the smells, the steady 
chattering noise, the violent col- 
ors, the antlike energy. There are 
more than 700,000 Chinese in the 
Chinese city. 

The British city is diluted Rud- 
yard Kipling, with its dull but im- 
posing colonial architecture, its 
cricket lawns, its clubs from 
which Asiatics are rigidly ex- 
cluded, and its air, a little shop- 
worn now, of conscious power and 
conscious: rectitude. There are less 
than 8000 British in the British 
city. 

There is a facade of self-gov- 
ernment in the Crown colony of 
Singapore. But all real power 
stems from the heart of the Brit- 
ish city—the Governor General’s 
“palace” with its well tended 
lawns and its well oiled cannon. 
It is hard to believe that the pal- 
ace has seen any changes since 
Kipling’s time. 

In the Chinese city a change 
is taking place. From the walls 
of the boxlike shops, pictures 
of Chiang Kai-shek are being 
torn down. Furtively, pictures 
of Mao Tse-tung are being 
pasted up. What has happened 
in China is already clearly re- 
flected here. How soon, and how 
decisively, will the great Chi- 
nese city challenge the power of 
the tiny British city? 

British power has already been 
challenged once — last summer, 
when the Chinese Communist high 
command ordered the Communist 
Chinese here to switch from agi- 
tation to direct action. When 
the riots and shooting started, 
the British reacted swiftly and 
toughly. The Communist leaders 
were seized, and some were hang- 
ed. The Communist party was 
broken in Singapore, and since 
then a great uneasy calm has 
descended on the city. 

The British believe that the 
calm will continue. They point out 
that they have certain assets in 
the struggle for power which is 
now silently being waged. In the 
first place, Singapore is an island, 
hemmed in by the power of Brit- 
ish troops, ships and planes. 
Armed resistance is easy enough 
in the jungle, but it is not easy in 
an island city. 


In the second place, at least

But now look at the stock mar- 
ket. It has been rallying ever 
since and has even captured Presi- 
dent Truman’s attention.

Despite Potential Bad News. 

The advance carried the Dow- 
Jones average for industrial stocks 


up from 161.60 to 170. That’s a 
gain of more than 5%. And it 
came directly in the face of a 
financial crisis in Great Britain 
and an approaching labor-man- 
agement showdown in the steel 
industry. Investors and specula- 
tors were willing to hunt for bar- 
gains despite potential bad news. 
For this, there’s a reason, too. 

Some persons feel that we're 
getting the readjustment out of 
our economic system pretty fast. 
For example, steel operations, 
which perched so proudly above 
100% of capacity in March, are 
down to about 75%. (During the 
holiday week of July 4 they 
dropped to 61.2%). Production 
as a whole, as measured by the 
Federal Reserve Board, is off 
from 195 last November to an 
estimated 170 in June, and prob- 
ably will be down some more 
in July when many companies 
curtail or shut down for vaca- 
tions. 


A rift in the price decline came 
Wednesday. Copper, which had 
dropped from 23% to 16 cents a 
pound, went up to 17 cents. The 
explanation is simple enough. 
Copper fabricators were using up 
metal—making shipments—at the 
rate of 60,000 tons per month; but 
their copper purchases were run- 
ning at less than 40,000 tons. At 
the same time, major producers 
like Kennecott, Anaconda and 
Phelps Dodge were reluctant to 
sell at 16 cents a pound and the 
Government started stockpiling 
again. So copper fabricators de- 
cided to raise the bid lest the low- 
priced copper get away from 
them. 

Can Exaggerate British Crisis. 


As far as this country goes, the 
British crisis can be exaggerated. 
To be sure, British purchases of 
United States tobacco, cotton and 
grain will be curtailed. That will 
increase the burden of the Admin- 
istration in supporting farm prices. 

United States exports to Britain 
are only a marginal factor in the 
total economy. American exports 
all over the world amount to 
about 5% of the total of our pro- 
duction of goods and services 
(gross national product). Only 5% 
of our exports go to the United 
Kingdom, or about 0.3% of the 
country’s total production. Ex- 
ports to the entire sterlingaria run 
to only about 1.8% of our gross 
output. 


U. S. FARMER AND BRITISH DOLLAR CRISIS

Wednesday is the critical day 
in labor-management negotiations. 
Philip Murray’s wage policy com- 
mittee of the United Steel Work- 
ers meets to decide whether to 
strike against U.S. Steel on Satur- 
day. Benjamin Fairless, president 
of U.S. Steel, has declined to dis- 
cuss pensions or to grant a wage 
increase, arguing that a “demand 
for higher wages can no longer 
be granted on the grounds of con- 
tinuing increases in the cost of 
living.” 

The CIO, to back up Murray, 
is holding a luncheon today 
at the Mayflower in Wash- 
ington. Robert R. Nathan, con- 
sulting economist, will present 
to members of the press and 
government officials an apprais- 
al of the state of our economy. 

What Philip Murray gets from 
Big Steel will have a bearing on 
what John L. Lewis can get in 
coal and what Walter Reuther’s 
United Auto Workers union can 
get from Ford. To be on hand, 
if need be, Cyrus S. Ching, direc- 
tor of the Federal Mediation and 
Conciliation Service, has post- 
poned a vacation for the second 
time,

the St. Louis Public Service Co. Yet all the 
facts and figures and graphs and charts have 
not altered the basic considerations within which 
the Public Service Commission must frame its 
decision. 

The company’s request for a flat increase in 
transit fares from 10 cents to 13 cents is ex- 
orbitant. The company’s own figures, as an- 
alyzed by the Post-Dispatch, show that such an 
increase would double the Public Service Co.’s 
average profit. In dollars it would mean the 
biggest year’s profits in the utility’s history. 

In addition, much of this money would be 
siphoned off to the holding company, the Na- 
tional City Lines of Chicago. If the transit 
company won all it asks for, National City Lines 
could expect annual earnings of more than 
$1,200,000 a year, or almost 84 per cent on its 
investment here. That is an extreme rate of 
return for anybody to take out of the pockets 
of St. Louis bus and streetcar riders. 

The Public Service Co. does require some in- 
crease in revenue. The City of St. Louis, which 
opposes the fare request, concedes that the com- 
pany is entitled to turn a loss into a profit. As 
Richard G. Baumhoff of the Post-Dispatch staff 
pointed out, the company is operating at a loss 
for the first time since 1940, and for the first 
half of the year this loss was figured at $120,000. 

Between the excessive demand of the com- 
pany and its actual need lies a dim realm where 
the Public Service Commission must find the 
boundary between justice to the company and 
justice to the public. In drawing that line, the 
commission will have to consider two other as- 
pects of the case. 

One is that the Public Service Co.’s request 
for additional 5-cent fares in suburban zones 
outside the city is bad. It was amazing to hear 
a St. Louis representative state, “I think it’s not 
a matter that concerns the city.” It concerns 
the city vitally. 

Zonal fares would decrease the volume of city 
trading just as elimination of weekly passes has 
done. Zonal fares would injure the suburbs by 
taxing suburban residents who work downtown. 
In short, the zone system would tend to balkan- 
ize the metropolitan trading area. 

A final point that stands out unmistakably 
from all the testimony is that St. Louisans over- 
whelmingly support the principle of transit 
passes. The pass system not only simplifies 
transportation for the customers; it increases 
traffic for the company. And the company con- 
cedes that declining traffic is a major problem. 

These concrete facts stand out among the 
often conflicting testimony of all the economic, 
legal, traffic and research experts. Since it is 
not to the interest of the community for its 
transit system to lose money, the Public Service 
Co. merits an increase in revenue. It is up to 
the Public Service Commission to see that any 
increase does not become a gross tax on the 
public for the benefit of an outside holding 


company. 


And Now the Judge 

Representatives Nixon of California and Velde 
of Illinois, G.O.P. members of the House Un- 
American Activities Committee, want their com- 
mittee to investigate Federal Judge Samuel H. 
Kaufman of New York. They say that the 
Judge showed political bias in favor of Alger 
Hiss in the perjury trial which ended in a hung 
jury. They object because Judge Kaufman 
shook hands with Supreme Court Justices Reéd 
and Frankfurter when the latter appeared as 
character witnesses. They have other similar 
complaints. 

If they are to be taken seriously, Messrs. 
Nixon and Velde will need to draw up a more 
impressive bill of objections. As against their 
protests, former Federal Circuit Court Judge 
Robert P. Patterson said he found Judge Kauf- 
man fair in his rulings and charge to the jury. 
Judge Patterson, better known perhaps as for- 
mer Secretary of War, also said: 


It would be a blow to the independence of 
the judiciary and to the sound administra- 
tion of justice if a Judge were to be inves- 
tigated by a committee of Congress when- 
ever the committee didn’t like the ruling 
made by the Judge or did not agree with the 
outcome of the case tried by him. 


Former Judge Patterson is a Republican. He 
was appointed to the federal bench in 1930 by 
Herbert Hoover. 
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Not Loud But Noisome 

While a Milwaukee physician has discovered 
that loud noise can injure the brain, this subject 
should not be contemplated as a mere matter 
of decibels. The loudness of noise is less im- 
portant than the nature of it, in throwing a 
man out of joint with his universe, and for ob- 
vious proof there is the Common Racket, like 
the dentist’s drill heard from an outer office, 
which causes premature but excruciating pain.

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Goethe and Higher Education 


The Goethe festival at Aspen, Colo., reminds 
us of a recent candidate for a Ph.D. degree in 
biochemistry at a Midwestern university. In the 
course of his oral examination, the student was 
asked, “Have you ever heard of Goethe?” The 
student said he had, but, despite prolonged 
thought, couldn’t think of the name of anything 
Goethe had written. 

The examiner, surprised by the student's ig- 
norance of what should have been his cultural 
heritage, pressed the point. “You mean you 
don’t know anything Goethe wrote?” he asked. 
The student thought again, then smiled broadly. 
“Of course.” he said, and he proceetied to quote 
the first lines of Heine’s famous poem, “Die 
Lorelei.” 

In a speech at the Goethe festival, Dr. Al- 
bert Schweitzer pointed out that Goethe had 
something important to say to that student and 
to a society whose educational system produced 
a man’ who could go through seven years of 
higher education without learning the name of 
a single one of Goethe’s works. 

Goethe warned of the dangers of a society 
in which men are slaves of a “single and identi- 
cal utilitarian principle,” and said each indi- 
vidual must “do good for the pure love of good.”

less he knows what “good” is, and he. cannot . 


use that knowledge effectively if he does not

He is a fit 
candidate for that predicted society of the fu- 
ture in which all men except the master will be 
robots. Fortunately, there are still educators in 
the United States who believe that college grad- 
uates should be men as well as technicians. 
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The Snyder-Cripps Truce 

Secretary of the Treasury Snyder and Sir 
Stafford Cripps have worked out a truce in the 
pound-dollar crisis. Their agreement apparent- 
ly means that the United States will not press 
for immediate devaluation of the British curren- 
cy. It betokens a commendable reluctance to 
undertake any drastic action in haste. But it 
settles nothing. It merely provides a little more 
time for the studies and conferences essential 
to a wise and workable settlement. 

Such a settlement will not be easily achieved. 
The classic way out of the dilemma would be ab- 
solutely free competition, a resort to the old de- 
vice of survival of the fittest. The British prob- 
ably w get the short end, of that. 

But they are not altogether without power to 
retaliate. ey could impose rigid import quo- 
tas, and. could resort to managed curren- 
cy and other devices to block us out of more 
than a few of the world’s markets. Cripps could 
play the game as Schacht played it for the Nazis. 
That would mean lower standards for the Brit- 
ish, but it would also hurt us. It would drive 
nation after nation to seek “self-sufficiency” as 
the Nazis sought it. And that would reduce in- 
ternational trade to the minimum. 

At the other extreme is the possibility of 
continued American support of the British eco- 
nomic structure. This might be done by an ex- 
tension of the Marshall plan or by direct loans. 
The British themselves have little taste for such 
a solution. It would make the eventual reckon- 
ing all the heavier. It might even destroy their 
economic independence. 

It seems fairly obvious that some compromise 
formula will have to be worked out. This is 
bound to be influenced by extraneous consid- 
erations: especially the state of East-West rela- 
tions. In the immediate future, the British 
elections also will be an influence. It is only 
natural that the Tories should try to make po- 
litical capital out of the situation. But as Ralph 
Coghlan pointed out, a change in government 
would make no vital difference in British policy. 
The problems with which London now is wres- 
tling stem out of something much more funda- 
mental than party differences. 

In the same way, American and British finan- 
cial authorities will have to yield their favorite 
theories to the overwhelming fact that an eco- 
nomic rupture between the two nations would 
be a political disaster of the first magnitude. For 
this reason, the fiscal problem was wishfully ig- 
nored for a long time. But just because it is 
now being faced is no reason for letting the 
importance of British-American co-operation slip 
out of mind. 
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Alabama vs. the Kluxers 

Indictment of 17 persons by a state grand jury 
at Birmingham, on charges growing out of a 
wave of night-riding and flogging, is a star in 
the crown of Alabama. Coming immediately 
after the outlawing of masks by the Legislature 
at Montgomery, it is a particularly heartening 
sign of advance in the South. 

State Attorney General Carmichael is distin- 
guishing himself by his. spirited prosecution of 
the flogging cases. He speaks in determined 
terms, as does Solicitor Perry, who says the 
investigation will go on until “mobbism and 
hoodlumism” are wiped out and “each culprit 
faces a fair trial in open court, a providence 
denied their victims.” The tone of righteous in- 
dignation in his words sounds unfamiliar in a 
Southern court, but welcome. May the prosecu- 
tors be able to lay enough of these offenses at 
the door of the Ku Kluxers to stop the illegal 
activities of that organization for good. 

Meanwhile, it is sophistry for the Kluxers to 
deny responsibility for the acts of violence and 
to offer a $500 reward for proof that any of 
their number were involved. The prosecutors 
expect to prove that the Ku Klux committed 
some of these crimes, but no such legal proof 
is necessary to prove its moral responsibility. 

It was the Klan that produced the atmos- 
phere of mob law and provoked the wave of 
terrorism. Kluxism is bad not merely for what 
it does; it is bad for what it is and what it 


stands for. 
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Three young men managed to swim from 
Alton to St. Louis in five hours and 20 minutes. 
It’s an easy 45-minute drive. But on a hot sum- 
mer’s day something may be said for doing it 
the hard way. 
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“Flirting With Danger” 

Congressmen have been told of a coal mine in 
Ohio which is Exhibit B in the case for Repre- 
sentative Melvin Price’s bill giving federal mine 
inspectors the right to close unsafe mines. Ex- 
hibit A is Mine No. 5 of the old Centralia Coal 
Co., in which 111 men were killed in an explo- 
sion two years ago. 

The Sterling mine in Ohio, federal mine in- 
spectors told the Congressmen, has underground 
trains without brakes. Live electric wires are 
only five feet above the ground, and explosives 
are stored in an unsafe manner. There isn’t 
even enough firefighting equipment in the 
place. 

Walter W. Holt, president, electrician, me- 
chanic and bookkeeper for the mine, shrugged 
his shoulders. It would cost too much to make 
the necessary changes, he said. Representative 
Kelley commented, “It looks to me like those 
men are flirting with danger.” Federal mine 
inspectors were more positive. They said an 
explosion “is likely to occur at any time.” 

Who's going to take steps to see that that 
mine is made safe before it is permitted to con- 
tinue to operate? Holt isn’t going to do any- 
thing about it. Ohio mine inspection officials 
aren't interested. They didn’t even take the 
trouble to acknowledge the federal inspectors’ 
reports, The miners aren't going to walk out of 
the mine and throw themselves out of work. 

Even the most hard-headed defenders of 
states’ rights and the rights of coal mine oper- 
ators in Congress ought to be convinced by this 
story of wanton disregard of men’s lives. How 
many Centralias is this country going to have? 
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Under the Smith administration, it looks like 
being an official of the health department isn’t

How India Builds Democracy 


The 8 
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Under guidance of Gandhi's principles, new nation is being built 
from poverty and civil strife, envoy says; democratic peoples every- 
where should take hope from India; first problem is food, but coun- 
try is striving for popular government under liberal Constitution. 


Mme. Vijaya Lakshmi Pandit, Ambassador from India, in the 
University of Chicago Round Table Program on N. B. C. 


The great experiment going on in India 
under the guidance of the teachings of 
Mahatma Gandhi may one day be the hope 
of the world. India’s greatest asset and 
her real hope is her leadership, which has 
brought India to freedom and now leads 
her forth to enlightened democracy. 


It was Gandhi who, throughout his whole 
life, outlined means and ends for our great 
adventure, He taught that neither bread 
nor machines were sufficient, but that 
man has to create a society which is more 
than just another “gadgetocracy.” 

True, India has been almost overwhelmed 
by material crises of foods and famine, 
self-defense, partition and unity, but the 
leaders of India have led their people 
through pain and struggle to freedom from 
foreign domination. This was a necessary 
first step before India could strive toward 
a new realm of human creativity. 

What are the tools India’s leaders have 
to work with? On the debit side, India’s 
greatest weakness is the crushing poverty 
of the masses of her people. Just as Presi- 
dent Roosevelt used to say that one-third 
of the nation was ill-fed, ill-housed, ill- 
clothed, in India one speaks of nine-tenths 
of the people being the ill-fed, ill-housed, 
ill-clothed. In America, the average life 
expectancy is 63; in India, our people can 
only hope to live an average of 27 years. 


Our first task is giving India more food, 
shelter, clothing and improving the health 
of the people. We have put more land 
under cultivation; undertaken great irriga- 
tion projects, programs to combat soil 
erosion, promote health care, improve food 
distribution, and electrify rural areas. 


Of second priority in our task, and only 
just below the first one, is to give the 
people more democracy. The greatest dem- 
ocratic upheaval the world has ever known 
is going on in India today. The great 
sword with which we will root out tyranny 
is our new Constitution, as vital to our 
democracy as yours is to America. 

The new Constitution will be an example 
and shield for all people of Asia who 
yearn for democracy, but who are threat- 
ened with one form or another of totali- 


tarianism. Under the Constitution, there 
will be complete equality of opportunity 
regardless of race, sex or religious belief. 


I must emphasize the religious freedom 
since many Americans think India is a 
religious state, but New India is a demo- 
cratic, secular state. Thirty million Mos- 
lems still live in India; there are two 
Moslems in India’s Cabinet of 14. A citi- 
zen of India votes as an equal citizen, and 
not according to his religious belief as 
was required under British rule. 


But we realize that the people must first 
be led to full political responsibility. They 
must at least be able to read and write. 
With this goal, we have undertaken a 
drive for mass primary and adult educa- 
tion. For the first time, India has insti- 
tuted free primary education. 

The most ominous item on the debit 
side of India’s struggle is that India is 
surrounded by turmoil and chaos in many 
parts of Asia. We must secure our boun- 
daries, stabilize and unify our nation and 
safeguard ourselves against corroding in- 
fluences which might seep across our bor- 
ders before we have fully built up our 
democratic and economic strength. 


On the credit side, India has her sub- 
merged but age-o] democratic traditions. 
It was a tragedy that India’s thousand- 
year-old village “town meeting” democracy 
was suppressed under foreign rule. Now, as 
part of our great experiment we are re- 
viving and encouraging free elections. 


Still another credit is India’s great natu- 
ral wealth. We have a large part of the 
world’s jute and large quantities of coal, 
lumber and minerals. These are 
ploited and still unsurveyed. But even 
before the war, India was one of the 
world’s largest prodicers of steel. 


We need American help in expanding 
our industry as rapidly as possible. But 
we want this assistance only in a spirit of 
mutual understanding and mutual advan- 
tage. We believe that the last great area 
for expansion for American industry lies 
in India. To maintain production and 
keep America healthy, this opportunity 
should be developed.

Between Book Ends 


Criticism of Criticism 
LECTURES IN CRITICISM, by R. P. Blackmur and 

Others. (Pantheon Books, 29 pgs.) 

The Johns Hopkins University Lectures 
in Criticism brings together six major 
critics in one volume published in the Bol- 
lingen Series (No. XVI). In an introduc- 
tory essay, Huntington Cairns stresses the 
two essential aspects of criticism: to judge 
and to explain. He goes on to express the 
great need for a “Kritike” such as Aristotle 
might have left us but did not. 

John Crowe Ransom examines Aristotle’s 
criticism of tragedy, “the literary form 
where the strength of sensibility is really 
tested,” and finds 
the figure of purga- 
tion inept. He ar- 
rives at the useful 
conclusion that in 
Antony’s final speech 
just before his death 
Antony “is purged of 
terror by his own 
poetry and we are 
purged.” 

Allen Tate, in the 
second essay in this 
series, suggests for 
the critical work of 
Longinus the title 

John Crowe Ranson The Art of Eleva- 

tion” and examines 
Longinus’ categories sufficiently to “risk 
the guess that he came nearer to a com- 
prehensive theory of literary form than 
any other ancient critic.” 

“Coleridge as a Critic” is the title of 
Herbert Read’s essay, which offers some 
conclusions from his research into the 
origins of Coleridge’s philosophy, his debt 
to Kant and Schelling, and his development 
of a critical method based upon the two 
relations of law and of theory. 


Perhaps the most readable of these es- 
says—and the one offering the greatest 
general application to reading—is “The 
Criticism of Contemporary Writing, A 
French View,” by Henri M. Peyre. Profes- 
sor Peyre acknowledges the great difficul- 
ties which attend criticism of contempo- 
rary literature but argues that the great 
need in this country is for an “organized 
critical enclave” which will serve as a 
small but essential public for writers. 


Benedetto Croce, whose essay, “The Con- 
dition of Criticism in Italy” was translated 
by Francis J. Thompson, discusses the in- 
fluence of Francesco de Sanctis, the 
founder of the new criticism in Italy. De 
Sanctis is best known to English readers 
through Spingarn’s “The New Criticism” 
(1911) and through John Dewey’s “Art as 
Experience” (1934). Croce points out the 
coincidence of Dewey’s agreement with De 
Sanctis and observes that perhaps Dewey 
arrived at his system of aesthetics inde- 
pendently. 

R. P. Blackmur, in “A Burden for 
Critics,” says that the burden is “to make 
bridges between the society and the arts: to 
prepare the audience for its arts and to 
prepare the arts for their artists.” He would 
have criticism develop “aesthetic judgment” 
through rational means. 

For the reader whose interest in litera- 
ture goes beyond a casual concern with 
reading as escape, these essays can serve 
a most useful purpose—to develop an 
awareness of the functions of criticism 
that will add to his own understanding and 


pleasure.

HE big headlines about tne pound and the dollar hide the real 
meaning of the crisis faced by Western Europe and the United 
States. As Secretary of the Treasury Snyder and Sir Stafford 


Cripps, Chancellor of the Exchequer, debated money and trade poli- 
cies, they were, in reality, debating what kind of temporary poultice 
to apply to a major maladjustment. i 


A few officials here in Washing- 
ton understand that. But they are 
for the most part on the lower 
levels and when they dare to 
speak out loud they are not lis- 
tened to. One of them put it this 
Way: 

The enormous 
productive power 
of the United 
States has made 
the economic 
isolation of this 
country inevita- 
ble unless radi- 
cal steps are 
taken quickly. 
No other coun- 
try can even be- 
gin to compete 
with the Ameri- 
can productive 
machine. Even 
in the field of raw materials, as a 
result of the war, America is pull- 
ing away from the rest of the 
world.” 

Thus imports of raw rubber 
from the Far East have been 
dropping in recent months, Rub- 
ber from Malaya was an impor- 
tant source of dollars for tht Brit- 
ish before the war. A new process 
now being put into production in 
this country makes synthetic su- 
perior to the natural product and 
at a competitive price. 


Exports Outrun Imports. 


Take, as another example, Chi- 
lean nitrates, the sale of which is 
important to Chile’s economy. By 
a synthetic process these can now 
be manufactured more cheaply in 
this country. 

One product —nylon— developed 
in the main since 1939, cuts across 
several raw material suppliers, 
conspicuously silk. Fiber import- 
ed from the Philippines and else- 
where for rope and containers are 
being replaced by synthetic mass 
production here at home. 

All this is reflected in the fig- 
ures. Last year the United States 
exported to Europe more than 
three times as much as was im- 
ported from Europe. 

The British-Argentine trade pact 
is only one example of the kind 
of barter trade that almost every 
country is being forced into by the 
colossus of American competition. 
More than 300 such bilateral trade 
pacts are in effect in an ever- 
narrowing economic pattern. 


Truman’s Point IV. 


The answer? Here you get on 
such delicate political ground that 
even lesser officials hesitate to 
talk. But what they are saying 
gets down to the following: 

“This country is giving away 
several billions a year under the 
European Recovery Program.

that is not enough to balance 
the gap created by America’s 
enormous surplus of exports—in 
reality America’s enormous sur- 
plus of production which is iway 
above the volume of goods suf- 
ficient to sustain the high pros- 
perity standards of the postwar 
years here at home. 

“The only hope is for immediate 
action on President Truman's 
Point IV on a far more radical 


scale than anyone in responsible 


official position has as yet con- 
templated. We must send abroad 
not merely know-how but Ameri- 
can machines to build up produc- 
tion in other areas. 

“This must be done by private 
American capital, perhaps guar- 
anteed by this Government. If 
that proves impossible or too 
slow, then it must be done 
through Government loans or 
grants.” 


Export by Any Means. 


A great many people back away 
in horror from this suggestion. 
Why, they say, that would be 
giving away American production. 
And if we're going to give it 
away, why not give it to our own 
people? 

This last has a logical sound 
until it is examined more closely. 
To give away the surplus of 
American production here at 
home would mean a radical 
change in the American system. 
Given away on the new level of 
relief to those already out of 
work, a mere trickle flows out 
of the surplus bins, and the re- 
sult is more. unemployment. 

The answer then is to export 
American production by any and 
all means, It must be made 
possible for so-called backward 
peoples to raise their own stand- 
ards and then evontually they 
may become. customers for 
America’s high technology — 
radios, television and so on. 


Facing Economic Isolation. 


If this sounds like a fantasy 
of the heat wave, so also do the 
uneasy murmurings of those who 
can think of nothing except the 
old formula and who complacently 
suggest that somehow American 
exports and imports be put into 
balance. As though shearing off 
six to seven billions in exports 
would not create depression out 
of recession! 

Even if such a balance could 
be achieved, this country would 
still be faced with economic 
isolation. Whether anyone at the 
top will have the courage and 
the imagination to face the 
reality and act on it is a question. 


On that answer a lot depends.

What Marshall Aid Has Not Done a4 


HANKS to the decision which the Atlantic Pact registers, the 
Western world is able to do this year what it could not have done 
last year—to face up to the crisis of the European Recovery 
Program without the fear that it might be a temptation to military 
aggression. That is the outstanding accomplishment of the past 
twelve months: to have won enough military security to permit us to 
discuss objectively and to treat without panic the deep and stubborn 


issues of economic recovery. 


But it must also be said that the 
Administration has as yet no pol- 
icy, Congress and the American 
people have not as yet been helped 
to prepare them- 
selves, for the :

The time is 
short, and we cannot afford to 
waste it. 

Ever since the first meeting at 
Paris two summers ago, we have 
been on notice that while the Mar- 
shall plan was another indis- 
pensable installment of interim 
aid, it was not the plan, which it 
was said to be, for the restoration 
of European solvency at a rising 
standard of life. 

It has been evident from the be- 
ginning to those who knew the 
facts that the figures were doc- 
tored for reasons of political ex- 
— They underestimated the 

uropean dollar deficit. They ex- 

rated with the most wishful 
kind of thinking the prospects of 
the European export industries and 
of the markets where expo 
could be sold. : 


Backed by U.S. Boom. 


The chances of postponing the 
crisis even that long depended not 
only on prodigious efforts and sac- 
rifices and austerity in Europe, not 
only on miracles of mutual aid and 
enlightened national unselfishness, 
but most of all on an uninter- 
rupted continuation of the Ameri- 
ean postwar inflationary boom. 

The second report of the Mar- 
shall countries, made in Paris last 
December, showed that there had 
indeed been a remarkable effort to 
produce. But no miracles of mutual 
aid and international collaboration 
were happening, or were going to 
happen within the near future. 
Therefore, it was certain that the 
crisis of the Marshall plan would 
come sooner than 1952. 

It would come, in fact, when the 
American inflationary boom was 
halted and deflation set in. Or it 
would come when the revival of 
production made Britain, Belgium, 
France, and Western Germany 
competitors in a buyers’ market. 
By April of this year both of 
these conditions had developed to- 


gether. 


How They Face It. 


Within the Administration the 
departments chiefly concerned re- 
acted differently. Broadly speak- 
fing, the Treasury has acted with 
an excess of zeal, the State De- 
partment and ECA with a strong 
tendency not to face up to the 
facts, and to keep hoping that 
hard decisions could be avoided. 

The Treasury has been keenly 


aware of the situation that was 
developing. But because it began 
to talk about one isolated aspect 
of the problem—namely devalua- 
tion—before it had a policy for 
dealing with the consequences, it 
has aggravated and accelerated 
the crisis. 

The Treasury sought to deal 
with devaluation by external and 
public pressure—that is the right 
name for it—instead of by confi- 
dential negotiation with the Brit- 
ish Government to work out an 
agreed plan. Thus devaluation was 


promoted without measures to 


cushion the shock and without 
proposals to make sterling reason- 
ably stable and at least partially 
convertible when it is devalued. 
This was tantamount to inviting 
buyers of British goods to wait 
for lower prices, and to promote a 
speculation throughout the world 
against the British dollar reserves. 


Joint Inquiry Proposed. 

There is no use crying over the 

milk that has been spilled. But a 
lot more will be spilled if the Ad- 
ministration cannot nerve itself to 
do what should have been done 
earlier, what should have been 
done quietly and carefully rather 
than improvised in the glare of 
world-wide publicity and propa- 
ganda, 
It should propose a joint inquiry 
with the British authorities into 
the terms on which at some agreed 
rate of exchange for the dollar and 
for sterling, the two monies can 
be supported and made convertible 
for the current accounts of trade. 
For unless this can be done, the 
two great trading communities of 
the free world—the British and the 
American—will become very near- 
ly closed to one another. 


Painful Work Ahead. 


It we show ourselves willing to 
discuss and determined to work 
out such an arrangement, this in 
itself should go some considerable 
way toward reducing the danger 
of panic. It should also mitigate 
the defensive restrictions which 
will strangle word trade that the 
British must otherwise impose. It 
should do much to rebut the Com- 
munist propaganda which is, of 
course, exploiting the crisis as a 
demonstration that the Western 
world is caught in its own “con- 
tradictiotis” and irresolution. 

The terms and conditions of 
such an arrangement, if it can be 
worked out at all, cannot be popu- 
lar on either side of the Atlantic. 
The two wars of this century have 
changed the economic relationship 
of all nations far more radically 
than the official theory or the 
popular belief have as yet recog- 
nized. It will require a costly, 
a painful, and a prolonged 
readjustment to work out a sol- 
vent relationship between postwar 
America and Europe. 

The real difficulties, which have 
been hidden temporarily and are 
now disclosing themselves, cannot 
be overcome by any politically 
agreeable device. Yet a failure by 
British and American statesmen 
to the nettle, to deal with 
the problem of the crisis bravely 
and with perseverance, will surely 
entail consequences later that will 
be infinitely more disagreeable 


and more unpopular, 


OSTEOPATHS OPEN 
CONVENTION HERE 


Osteopathy! No Longer Iso- 
lated School of Medical 
Thought,’ Speaker Says. 


Osteopathy is no longer an “iso- 
lated school of medical thought,” 
Dr. Allen A. Eggleston, a trustee 
of the American Osteopathic As- 
sociation, said at the opening ses- 
sion of the group’s fifty-third an- 
nual convention at Kiel Audi- 
torium Opera House today. 

The reason for this, he said, is 
that “others are exploring the 
same philosophy, that is, that the 
body has the powers within itself 
to maintain health or recover 
from disease.” 

“The existence of osteopathy for 
75 years,” he said, “as well as the 
increase in patients and, last but 
not least, the public’s own tacit 
agreement with this philosophy 
by not consulting a doctor at once 
when ill because past experience 
has shown he got well without 
such help, proves the validness” 
of the premise on the body’s 
powers. 

He said that minor structural 
disturbances that occur in as- 
sociation with many articulations 
of the body have been “overlooked 
or ignored outside the osteopathic 
school of medicine.” Credit for 
recognition of such joint perver- 
sions and their effect upon phy- 
siological harmony in the body, he 
said, belong to Dr. Andrew Taylor 
Still, founder of osteopathy. 

Dr. Stephen M. Pugh, associa- 
tion president, said the point had 
been reached where it was not a 
question of whether or not “so- 
cialized medicine” was wanted by 
osteopaths. “It has grown to be 
a question of how much, what 
form and how you want to pay 
for it,” he said, indicating much 
confusion and misunderstanding 
arose from synonymous use of 
several terms, including socialized 
medicine, state medicine and 
health insurance. 

The convention, attended by 
about 4000 persons, will continue 
through Friday. Convention head- 
quarters are at Hotels Jefferson 
and Statler. Teaching sessions, as 
well as general convention meet- 
ings, will be at Kiel Auditorium.

WASHINGTON, July 11 (AP)— 
The Government reported today 
a sharp reduction in wheat crop 
prospects due to unfavorable June 
weather and plant disease condi- 
tions. ‘ 

But it forecast the second 
largest corn crop on record, ex- 
ceeded only by last year's all- 
time high of nearly 3,700,000, 000 
bushels. 

The new wheat estimate, how- 
ever, coupled with a surplus from 
last year, still would provide more 
than enough bread grain to meet 
prospective domestic and export 
needs. 

The crop outlook greatly re- 
duced—if it did not eliminate— 
possibilities of a return to rigid 
prewar production controls on the 
1950 wheat crop. 

In its July report today, the 
Agriculture Department put wheat. 
at 1,189,000,000 bushels—a reduc- 
tion of about 148,000,000 from its 
June forecast. 

A crop of the size indicated in 
June would have required, under 
farm laws, use of marketing 
—" to curb unneeded produc- 
on.

PROGRESS NOTED 
IN COAL GASIFICATION 


Boyd Reports ‘Significant 
Step’ in U.S. Plant at 
Louisiana, Mo. 


WASHINGTON, July 11 (AP)— 
A significant step in the Govern- 
ment’s experiments to develop 
synthetic liquid fuels from coals 
has been made at the Louisiana 


(Mo.) coal gasification unit, Bu- 
reau of Mines Director James 
Boyd said today. 

He reported that a four-hour 
test run with all six burners oper- 
ating at capacity was made in 
June and was considered success- 
ful. 

In May, a six-hour test run 
using only one of the six burner 
tubes had encouraging results 
and “there was no evidence of 
any undesirable trend or condi- 
tion at the time of the voluntary 
shutdown,” Boyd said. 

Of the full-scale run in June 
he added, “the operation was all 
that could be expected at this 
stage of the development.” 

“Considerable work remains to 
be done before the gasifier is put 
in continuous operation. However, 
the trial runs apparently could 
have been maintained over longer 
periods. They are encouraging as 
to the ultimate success of the 
operation” Boyd said in a state- 
ment. 

During the full-scale test run 
finely powdered coal was fed into 
the burner at the rate of 2300 
pounds an hour. There it was 
mixed hourly with 17,000 cubic 
feet of oxygen and 2000 pounds of 
steam. 

The hourly production of gas 
was 70,000 standard cubic feet. 
The composition of the gas was: 
Carbon monoxide, 37 per cent, 
hydrogen, 42 per cent; carbon di- 
oxide, 16 per cent; nitrogen, 4 
per cent: other, 1 per cent. 

“This was a much better gas 
than we had anticipated so soon,” 
one of the project engineers ob- 
served. 

“It is not comparable with nat- 
ural gas, but it is getting pretty 
close to what we want for syn- 
thesis gas for conversion 
liquid fuel. 

“We should be able to reduce 
the carbon dioxide content and 
get a higher yield of still better 
synthesis gas after we beeome 
more familiar with the operating 
characteristics of the gasifier.” 

The coal gasifier is the second 
of the Missouri plant’s five units 
to be completed. An oxygen pro- 
duction unit has been in opera- 
tion for several months. Remain- 
ing units form gas purification, hy- 
drocarbon synthesis and product 
refining are to go into operation

SINCE THEY have to obtain props with a 
minimum of haggling and explanation, the pro- 
duction staff has built up contacts with zoos, 
ships chandlers, antique dealers, second-hand 
dealers, museums, hospital supply shops and 
gunsmiths. Gradually, these contacts are getting 
used to frantic telephone calls at 3 in the after- 
noon for sixteenth century muskets needed that 
night. Large animals are borrowed or rented. 
Smaller ones must be bought. Then the staff 
has to get rid of them. A zoo took the penguins 
but nobody wanted a live goose. It wandered 
around the shop for days and became a pet. 
Finally, a prop man took it home for dinner. 

As in the movies, many real articles just don’t 
look real on a television screen. Cheese usually 
has burnt sugar added to it to give it some 
semblance of reality. Oranges get a hypodermic 
of vegetable dyes to improve their looks. Rain 
has to have milk added to it. Snow has become 
a particular nuisance around the R.C.A. Building 
because the mice eat it. Snow, as in the movies, 
is a mixture of unbleached cornflakes, mica and 
punched paper and the mice love it. 

* * 

N.B.C. HAS BUILT SETS representing every 
part of the world—the South Seas, the Arctic, 
Australia, Africa, everywhere—and every period 
of time. Again, the designers have no time to 
bone up on periods or places. They rely on 
memory and do pretty well. The most elaborate 
set N.B.C. ever built was for “Street Scene.”

For 
two days mobs, among them many 
of the town’s “best citizens,” went 
wild and killed and wounded 
scores of Negroes and drove 
thousands from the city. The ac- 
counts in the newspapers stirred 
up a great deal of feeling in the 
North, and brought about a meet- 
ing in 1909 in New York City, 
with William English Walling, 

Mary White Ovington and Dr. 
Henry’ Moskowitz, among others, 
participating. 

At that first meeting it was 
decided to call together a na- 
tional conference on the Negro 
question and the group turned 
to Oswald Garrison Villard, then 
president of the New York Eve- 
ning Post, who drafted the call 
to the meeting which was to be 
held on Lincoln’s birthday. Many 
fine people accepted this invita- 
tion, and Dr. W. E. B. De Bois 
was called from Atlanta Univer- 
sity’ to an executive position in 
the new. organization. In 1910

In Pressure Cookers 


LONG with the clear-away 
A prices of pressure cookers that 

are bowing out of the merchan- 
dise world as competition begins 
to get back to the toughness of 
normal times, come several new 
developments. 


One is extra low pressure—three 
and one-helf pounds instead of the 
usual minimum five. This low 
pressure is desirable for certain 
delicate foods, such as the sterili- 
zation of baby formulas and the 
like. Thus, a new service is added 
to the usual duo—cooking and 
canning—at the five, ten and fif- 
teen pound pressures of most 
pressure cookers. This cooker is 
beginning to appear in housewares 
departments now. 


Another well-known maker of 
pressure cookers is beginning the 
manufacture of all-electric can- 
ners, which are expected to reach 
stores in sizeable quantity within 
several months. This canner can 
be operated by connecting it to a 
110 or 120 volt AC outlet, with 
proper protection beneath the 
cooker, of course. Control of the 
pressure and temperature will be 
unusually accurate. 


This canner, with a capacity of 
seven quart jars or nine pints, will 
have as its accompanying equip- 
ment such necessities as a jar 
lifter, metal rack, and inset pan. 
It is the popular self-sealing flex- 
ible steel top on a porcelain enam- 
eled steel container. The retail 
price will be around 338. 


You can get some drastically 
reduced prices these days on pres- 
sure cookers that are being closed 
out. However, one point to bear 
in mind is that matter of replace- 
ment of parts, particularly rubber 
gaskets. A rubber gasket will last 
only so long under the extreme 
heat and steam conditions to 
which it is subjected, so be sure 
to ascertain whether you can use 
the gasket from another make of 
cooker or whether your retailer 
will be stocking them. 


Fix It Yourself

A Nail or a Screw. 

é H ERE is a nail and here is 

a screw 
And your only problem is 
which to use.” 

We wrote the above all by our- 
selves but we are willing to for- 
get it if you are. Now we'll go on 
with our discussion. 

For the most part, screws have 
greater holding power than nails 
but at the same time they are 
more expensive than nails and 
take much longer to install. But 
another point in favor of screws 
is that they can be removed with- 
out damage to the woodwork and 
this is something tnat is not al- 
ways true m the case of a nail. 

A good rule to follow when try- 
ing to decide which to use is to 
use screus on all fine wo%k such 
as furniture and in work where 
you are using thin boards that 
might eastly crack if a nail of 
sufficient size were to be used. 
Choose a wood screw when install- 
ing all types of hardware guch as 
hinges, locks and in other cases 
where you are attaching metal to 
wood, Use screws when u want 
the strongesé joint possible as well 
as the neatest and always use 
screws on anything that might 
have to be teken apart and then 
reassembled. 

New Sterling Pattern 

A new pattern in storling silver 
is appearing in the stores. This 
is called “Lasting Spring” and is 
created so that the handle of each 
article suggests the stem with the 
impression of delicate spring buds 
5 the tip. The bowl of the spoon 
represents an oval bulb. The pat- 
tern is intended for use either with 
modern or traditional tables. 


Use soap and water to wash re- 
frigerator ice trays. Never use 
metal sponges, steel wool or coarse 
powders. Never use boiling water 
as it will remove surface film 
which helps make it easy to re- 
move ice cubes.

“Never be- 
fore,” said the editor of the pub- 
lishing house handling the book, 
“have we had the kind of reader- 
ship response that this book has 
created.” 

But Merton is humble about it 
all. That fact is in keeping with 
a Trappist monk’s principles of 
self-denial. And with Merton's 
own writings: “The only true joy 
on earth is to escape from the 
prison of our own selfhood.” 

On that June day when he 
talked to the newsmen, Geth- 
semani, set in a secluded, hilly 
part of central Kentucky, was 
celebrating its one hundredth an- 
niversary with a public mass, re- 
ception, and benediction. 

Merton had been assigned to 
answer their questions about the 
event. Some of them couldn’t re- 
frain from asking him about him- 
self. But he made sure the 
publicity — like the royalties from 
his books—went to the Trappist 
order. | ) 

He stood in the makeshift press 
box edging the field where the 
celebration was being held. His 
shaved head sometimes bent over 
his notes, his simple white cowl 
vibrated in the wind. A smile often 
brightened his clean-cut, youngish 
features. 

Newsmen found him a consider- 
ate sources of news. To others who 
came up to greet him, including 
a polkadot - dressed little girl, he 
chatted amiably. And he'd tell 
them as they left, Say a prayer 
for me.” 

He was cheerful, and more than 
that, he seemed thoroughly happy. 

It was not always that way. 

Merton, according to the ac- 
count of his life in “The Seven 
Storey Mountain,” was born in the 
French Pyrenees in 1915. His 
father was a footloose painter, the 
widely-known Owen Merton. His 
mother, a woman of strongly in- 
dependent mind, died when he was 
a child. 

Growing up in France, England,

and the United States, he absorbed 
the sophistication of these coun- 
tries, but very little religion. 

He read the cynical smart-set 
literature of his day. He hob- 
nobbed with Communism and 
Comnfunists. He dizzied himself 
on hot jazz. He saw burlesque. 


He studied at England’s Cam- 
bridge University—“a vast and 
complicated charade, with expen- 
sive and detailed costuming and 
scenery and a lot of inappropriate 
songs.“ Later he attended Colum- 
bia University, where he joined a 
fraternity to “make connections” 
and “get a marvelous job on leav- 
ing college,” 

Fre — with his cronies to 
night clubs that boomed with jazz 
and people. “If we got hangovers 
the next day, it was more because 
of the smoking and nervous ex- 
haustion than anything else.” One 
summer he was barker at a Chi- 
cago World's Fair sideshow. 

Merton found that he had 
turned out to be “vain, self-cen- 
tered, dissolute, weak, irresolute, 
undisciplined, sensual, obscene, 


and proud. I was a mess.” He 
had become “a true child of the 
modern world, completely tangled 
up in petty and useless concerns 
with myself.” 

So Merton was baptized a Cath- 
olic. He became a teacher of Eng- 
lish at St. Bonaventure College in 
Olean, N.Y., and later did settle- 
ment work in Harlem. 

But his soul still was unsatis- 
fied. He longed for even greater 
selflessness.

OLD about Gethsemani by 
Daniel Walsh, a philosophy 
professor at Columbia, Merton 
went there for a Lenten retreat. 
The monks deeply impressed him: 

“They were poor, they had noth- 
ing, and therefore they were free 
and possessed everything... 
théy had made themselves out- 
casts, seeking, outside the walls 
of the world, Christ poor and re- 
jected of men.” 

In his days of despair, Merton 
had pictured himself toiling up 
the seven circles of Dante’s Purga- 
tory—“armored and locked in 


within my own defectible and 
blinded self by seven layers of, 
imperviousness.” Gethsemani 
would be “the four walls of free- 
dom.” 

He became a postulant there in 
1941. For two years he was a 
novice, for three more years a 
simply professed monk. In 1946 
he took his solemn vows, binding 
him to remain for life, He was 
made a subdeacon last December 
and a deacon in April. 


A month later he was ordained 
to the priesthood by Archbishop 
John A. Floersh of Louisville. It 
Was a beautiful ceremony, full of 
bell-tolling, organ music, chanting, 
and candlelight. For several min- 
utes before he was vested with 
the richly but softly colored chas- 
uble of a priest, he prostrated 
himself before the steps of the 
altar. 

Looking on were a score of 
friends he had made in his world- 
ly days, including some he had 
discussed in “The Seven Storey 
Mountain.”

ERTON follows a rule of si- 
M lence. It is suspended for him 
only on special occasions, 
such as the recent centenary. In 
their work and other routines, the 
Trappists use a sign language. 

Merton, like the rest of the 
monks, sleeps on a hard, straw 
mattress in a stall and has a vege- 
tarian diet. 

His day usually begins at 2 a.m., 
when he goes to choir to chant 
the office of the Blessed Virgin. 
feast days it starts even ear- 

er. 

Then comes a round of masses, 
chanting, prayer, and study until 
dinner at 11. On feast days, a 
breakfast is given to all, and on 
other days, except during Lent, 
those who wish may take a light 
breakfast. 

At 1:30 the afternoon work be- 
gins, lasting for two hours, leav- 
ing another hour for reading or 
meditation before espers at 4:30. 
In winter, a light meal is taken 
at 5:15. After a period of prayer, 
reading, singing and examination 
of conscience, Merton goes to bed 
at 7 except in summer, when he 
stays up till 8. 

During part of his afternoon 
work period, Merton writes. But 
he frankly prefers to be out in 
the woods and fields, cutting down 
trees, haying, and planting vege- 
tables. Soon the wheat will be 
harvested, and he’s looking for- 
ward to that. 

Merton and his fellow monks do 
not pray merely for themselves. 
They pray for all mankind. It is 
much more valuable, they feel, to 
talk to God about sinners than 
to talk to sinners about God.

East collect- 
ed two heart tricks and then re- 
turned the heart ten. West ruffed 
and exited with a trump. (He 
was naturally reluctant to lead 
away from the club king, and he 
did not want to reveal anything 
by playing a diamond.) Declarer 
drew West’s remaining trumps, 
while East discarded two hearts 
and a club, 

Now South took stock, Having 
lost three tricks, he would be in 
great danger of losing the con- 
tract if the diamonds did not 
break 3-3. Knowing that this per- 
fect break of the missing dia- 
monds was against probabilities, 
South decided to protect himself 
if he could. One thing he was 
sure of: East, who had shown 
five hearts to the ace-king, could 
not also have the elub king, be- 
cause he certainly would have 
opened the bidding with that hold- 
ing. There was a chance, however, 
that he held the club jack, and if 
he also had the diamond stopper, 
everything would be fine!
